Whereas  a  Treaty  between  the  United  States  of  America  and  the 
Republic  of  Panama  providing  for  the  mutual  extradition  of  fugitives 
from  justice  was  concluded  and  signed  by  their  respective  Plenipoten- 
tiaries at  Panama  on  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  May,  one  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  four,  the  original  of  which  Treaty,  being  in  the  English 
and  Spanish  languages,  is  word  for  word  as  follows:

The  United  States  of  America

A  PROCLAMATION. 

Whereas  a  Convention  between  the  United  States  of  America  and 
the  Republie  of  Haiti  providing  for  the  mutual  extradition  of  fugitives 
from  justice  was  concluded  and  signed  by  tneir  respective  Plenipo- 
tentiaries at  Washington,  ou  the  ninth  day  of  August,  one  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  four,  the  original  of  which  Convention,  being  in  the 
English  and  French  languages  is  word  for  word  as  follows:

2.  Counterfeiting  of  money, 
either  coin  or  paper;  utterance  or 
circulation  of  counterfeit  or  al- 
tered money;  introduction  of  coun- 
terfeit or  altered  money  into  the 
territory  of  one  of  the  Contract- 
ing Parties. 

3.  Counterfeiting  of  anv  securi- 
ties issued  by  one  of  the  Contract- 
ing Parties,  of  bonds  or  coupons  of 
the  public  debt,  of  bank  notes  or 
other  instruments  of  credit  author- 
ized by  lawj  utterance,  use,  or  in- 
troduction, in  the  territory  of  one 
of  .the  Parties,  of  the  aforemen- 
tioned counterfeit  or  falsified  se- 
curities or  notes. 

4.  Forging  of  public  'or  pri- 
vate documents;  use  of  forged 
documents.

1.  A  letter  or  communication  of  the  nature  of  personal  correspond- 
ence must  not  accompany,  be  written  on,  or  enclosed  with' any  parcel. 

Rejection, 
and  if  the  communication  be  inseparably  attached,  the  whole  parcel 
will  be  rejected.

in  any  way  damage  or  destroy  the  mails  or  injure  the  persons  handling 
them,  and  any  other  articles  prohibited  by  the  laws  or  regulations  of 
the  country  of  origin  or  of  destination  from  transmission  by  parcel 
post. 

Should  any  parcel  containing  any  such  prohibited  article  be  detected 
in  transit  through  the  post,  the  parcel  will  be,  without  other  formality, 
returned  to  the  despatching  office  of  exchange:  unless  the  parcel  con- 
tains a  dangerous  stfbstance,  in  which  case,  it  shall  be  destroyed.

And,  having  decided  that  these 
different  documents  might  usefully 
be  coordinated  in  a  single  instru- 
ment, they'have  united  them  in  a 
general  act  composed  of  the  fol- 
lowing articles: 

Chapter  I.

Article  1.-  The  conference  sum-., 
moned  by  His  Majesty  the  Sultan 
to  pronounce  on  the  measures  nee* 
essary  to  organize  the  police  de- 
clares that  the  following  provi- 
sions should  be  made:

A  contract  drawn 
between  the  Maghzen  and  these 
instructors,  in  conformity  to  the 
regulation  provided  by  article  4, 
shall  determine  the  conditions  of 
their  engagement  and  fix  their 
pay,  which  must  not  be  less  than 
double  of  the  pay  corresponding 
to  the  rank  of  each  officer  or  non- 
commissioned officer.  In  addition 
they  will  be  allowed  living  ex- 
penses, varying  according  to  their 
residences.  Proper  lodgings  will 
be  placed  at  their  disposal  by  the 
Maghzen,  which  will  likewise  sup- 
ply them  with  their  horses  and  the 
necessary  fodder. 

The  Governments  having  juris- 
diction over  the  instructors  reserve 
the  right  to  recall  them  and  re- 
place them  by  others,  accepted 
and  engaged  under  the  same  con- 
ditions. 

ArT.  4.  These  officers  and  non-  Term  of  Mrvioe. 
commissioned  officers-for  a  period 
of  five  years,  to  date  from  the  rati- 
fication of  theact  of  .the  conference, 
shall  give  their  service  to  the  or- 
ganization of  a  body  of  Shereefian 
police.  They  shall  assure  instruc- 
tion and  discipline  in  conformity 
with  the  regulations  to  be  drawn 
up  in  respect  thereto.  They  shall 
also  see  that  the  men  enlisted  are 
fit  for  military  service.  In  a  gen- 
eral way  they  shall  supervise  the 
administration  of  the  soldiers  and 
superintend  the  payment  of  their 
salary,  which  shall  be  effected  by 
the  uAmin,"  assisted  by  the  ac- 
counting officer  instructor.

The  regulations  >  to  assure  the 
recruital,  discipline,  instruction, 
and  administration  of  the  bodies  of 
police  shall  be  established  by  mu- 
tual agreement  between  the  She- 
reefian  Minister  of  War  or  his  dele- 
gate, the  inspector  provided  by  ar- 
ticle 7,  and  the  highest  ranking 
French  and  Spanish  instructors. 

The  regulations  shall  be  submit- 
ted to  the  Diplomatic  Body  at 
Tangier,  which  will  formulate  its 
opinion  within  a  month's  time. 
After  that  period  the  regulations 
shall  be  enforced. 

Art.  5.  The  total  strength  of 
the  police  shall  not  be  more  than 
2,500  men,  nor  less  than  2,000, 
It  shall  be  distributed,  according 
to  the  importance  of  the  ports,  in 
groups  varying  between  150  and 
600  men.  The  num  ber  of  Spanish 
and  French  officers  shall  be  be- 
tween sixteen  and  twenty;  of 
Spanish  and  French  noncommis- 
sioned officers,  between  thirty  and 
forty. 

Art.  6.  The  funds  necessary  to 
maintain  and  pay  soldiers  and  offi- 
cers and  noncommissioned  officer 
instructors  shall  be  advanced  by 
the  State  Bank  to  the  Shereefian 
Treasury  within  the  limits  of  the 
annual  budget  assigned  to  the  po- 
lice, which  shall  not  exceed  two 
million  and  a  half  pesetas  for  an 
effective  strength  of  two  thousand 
five  hundred  men. 

Art.  7.  During  the  same  period 
of  five  years  a  general  inspection 
shall  be  made  into  the  working  of 
the  police.  Such  inspection  shall 
be  intrusted  by  His  Shereefian 
Majesty  to  a  superior  officer  of  the 
Swiss  army,  who  will  be  submitted 
to  His  approval  by  the  Swiss  Fed- 
eral Government.  This  officer 
will  be  styled  Inspector-General 
and  reside  at  Tangier.

The  arms,  parts  of 
guns,  and  ammunition  intended 
for  the  troops  of  His  Shereefian 
Majesty  will  oe  admitted  after  the 
fulfillment  of  the  following  for- 
malities; 

A  declaration  signed  by  the 
Moorish  Minister'  of  War,  de- 
scribing the  number  and  nature  of 
such-articles  ordered  abroad,  must 
be  presented  to  the  legation  of  the 
country  of  their  origin,  whose  visa 
shall  be  affixed  thereto. 

The  passage  through  the  cus- 
toms- of.  the  cases  and  packages 
containing  the  arms  and  munitions, 
delivered  at  the  order  of  the  Moor- 
ish Government,  shall  be  effected 
upon  the  presentation: 

1.  Of  the  aforesaid  declaration. 

2.  Of  the  invoice  indicating  the 
number  and  weight  Of  the  pack- 
ages and  the  number  and  kind  of 
the  arms  and  munitions  contained 
therein.  This  document  inRfit  be 
visaed  by  the  legationef  the  coun- 
try of  their  origin,  which  willtnark 
on  the  back  the  saceewive  amounts 
previously  passed  th  rough  the  cus- 
toms.

The  four  Censors  shall  draw  up 
in  common  accord  an  annual  re- 
port, which  shall  be  annexed  to 
that  of  the  Board  of  Directors.

(b)  At  places  where  it  shall  ef- 
fectively be  collected  from  Moor- 
ish subjects. 

The  consular  authorities  shall 
retain  a  certain  percentage  of  the 
receipts  of  the  taxes  they  collect 
from  those  subject  to  their  juris- 
diction to  cover  the  cost  of  tax 
bills  and  collection. 

The  rate  of  such  percentage 
shall  be  fixed  by  mutual  agreement 
setween  the  Maghzen  and  the 
Diplomatic  Body  at  Tangier. 

Art.  60.  In  accordance  with  the 
right  granted  by  article  11  of  the 
Madrid  Convention,  foreigners 
shall  have  the  right  to  acquire 

Eroperty  throughout  the  Sheree- 
an  Empire,  and  His  Majesty  die 
Sultan  snail  issue  to  his  adminis- 
trative and  judicial  officers  such 
instructions  as  may  be  necessary 
for  them  not  to  refuse  the  regis- 
tration of  deeds  without  lawful 
cause.  Subsequent  transfers, 
either  by  deeds  between  living 
parties  or  by  death,  shall  continue 
without  hindrance. 

In  the  ports  open  to  commerce 
and  within  a  radius  of  ten  kilo- 
meters around  such  ports,  His 
Majesty  the  Sultan,  generally  and 
without  it  being  necessary  hence- 
forth for  foreign  subjects  to  obtain 
a  special  permission  for  each  pur- 
chase of  property,  now  grants, the 
consent  required  by  article  11  of 
the  Madrid  Convention. 

At  Ksar  el  Kebir,  Arzila,  Aze- 
mour,  and  eventually  in  other 
towns  of  the  coast  or  the  interior, 
the  general  authorization  stated 
above  is  likewise  granted  to  for- 
eigners, but  only  for  purchasers 
within  a  radius  of  two  Kilometers 
around  those  towns. 

Wherever  foreigners  may  have 
acquired  property  they  will  be  per- 
mitted to  erect  buildings  in  com- 
pliance with'  regulations  and  usage. 

Before  authorizing  the  execution 
of  deeds  for  transferring  property, 
the  Cadi  will  have  to  satisfy  him-

The  Maghzen  shall  designate  in 
each  city  and  district  specified  in 
this  article  the  Cadi  who  shall  have 
charge  of  such  verification. 

Art.  61.  With  a  view  to  cre- 
ating new  resources  for  the  Magh- 
zen, the  conference  recognizes  in 
(>rinciple  that  a  tax  may  be  establ- 
ished on  city  buildings. 

A  part  of  the  receipts  thr^s  real- 
ized shall  be  set  aside  for  the 
requirements  of  municipal  streets 
ana  hygiene,  and  generally  for  the 
expense  of  improvement  and  con- 
servation of  the  cities. 

The  tax  is  due  from  the  Moorish 
or  foreign  owner,  without  distinc- 
tion, but  the  tenant  or  the  holder 
of  the  key  shall  be  responsible  to 
the  Moorish  Treasury. 

Regulations  issued  jointly  by 
the  Shereefian  Government  and 
the  Diplomatic  Body  at  Tangier 
shall  establish  the  rate,  its  method 
of  collection  and  application,  and 
shall  determine  the  auota  of  rev- 
enue thus  created  which  shall  be 
devoted  to  the  expense  of  im- 
provement and  conservation  of 
the  cities. 

At  Tangier  this  quota  shall  be 
turned  over  to  the  International 
Sanitary  Council,  which  shall 
decide  as  to  its  use  until  the  crea- 
tion of  a  municipal  organization. 

Art.  62.  His  Snefeeuan  Majesty 
having  decided  in  1901  that  the 
Moorish  officials  who  collect  the 
agricultural  taxes  should  no  longer 
receive  either  the  "sokhra"  or  the 
"mouna,"  the  conference  is  of  the 
opinion  that  this  rule  should  be 
made  general,  so  far  as  is  possible. 

Art.  68.  The  Shereefian  dele- 
gates have  stated  that  habou 
property,"  or  certain  State  prop- 
erty, notably  buildings  of  the 
Maghzen,  occupied  at  a  rental  of 
6  per  cent,  are  held  by  persons 
subject  to  foreign  jurisdiction 
without  regular  title  or  by  virtue 
of  contracts  subject  to  revision.

The  conference  takes 
formal  note  of  the  proposition 
formulated  by  the  Shereefian  dele- 
gates on  the  subject  of  taxes  to  be 
created  on  certain  trades,  indus- 
tries, and  professions. 

If  as  the  result  of  the  collection 
of  such  taxes  from  Moorish  sub- 
jects the  Diplomatic  Body  at  Tan- 
gier should  deem  it  advisable  to 
extencf  the  same  to  those  under 
foreign  jurisdiction,  it  is  hereby 
specified  that  the  said  taxes  shall 
be  exclusively  municipal. 

Art.  65.  The  conference  ad- 
heres to  the  proposition  proposed 
by  the  Moorish  delegation  tocreate, 
with  the  assistance  of  the  Diplo- 
matic Body — 

(a)  A  stamp  tax  on  contracts 
and  notarial  acts  brought  before 
"adouls." 

(b)  A  maximum  transfer  tax  of 
2  per  cent  on  sales  of  real  estate* 

(c)  A  statistical  and  weighing 
tax  of  a,  maximum  of  1  per  cent 
ad  valorem  on  merchandise  trans- 
ported by  coasting  vessels. 

(d)  A  passport  fee  to  be  collected 
from  Moorish  subjects. 

(e)  Eventually,  wharfage  and 
light-house  dues,  the  proceeds  of 
which  shall  be  devoted  to  harbor 
improvement 

Art.  66.  Merchandise  of  foreign 
origin  shall  temporarily  be  subject 
on  entry  into  Morocco  to  special 
taxes  amounting  to  2£  per  cent  ad 
valorem.  The  whole  proceeds  of 
this  special  tax  shall  form  a  special 
fund,  which  shall  be  devoted  to 
the  execution  of  and  expenses 
connected  with  public  works  for 
the  development  of  navigation  and 
the  general  trade  of  the  Shereefian 
Empire. 

The  programme  of  works  and 
their  order  of  priority  shall  be 
determined  jointly  by  the  Sheree- 
fian Government  and  the  Diplo- 
matic Body  at  Tangier.

If  by 
misfortune  there  should  be  a  scar- » 
city  of  cattle  in  any  particular  dis- 
trict his  Shereefian  Majesty  shpll 
have  the  fight  to  temporarily 
forbid  the  exportation  of  cattle 
through  the  port  or  ports  of  that 
district.  Such  measure  shalPnot 
exceed  two  years;  nor  shall  it  be 
applied  at  the  same  time  to  all  the 
ports  of  the  Empire. 

It  is  further  understood  that  the 
preceding  provisions  do  not  mod- 
ify the  other  conditions  for  the 
exportation  of  cattle  as  fixed  by 
previous  firmans. 

The  conference  expresses  the 
additional  wish  that  a  veterinary 
inspection  be  organized  as  soon  as 
possible  at  the  seaports. 

Art.  69.  In  accordance  with  the 
previous  decisions  of  His  Shereef- 
ian Majesty,  and  notably  the  de- 
cision of  September  28th.  1901,  the 
transportation  is  allowed  by  coast- 
ing vessels,  between  all  ports  of 
the  Empire,  of  cereals,  grains, 
vegetables,  fruits,  eggs,  poultry, 
ana  in  general  of  merchandise  and 
animals  of  every  kind,  of  Moroc- 
can origin  or  not;  except  horses, 
donkeys,  and  camels,  for  which  a 
special  permit  from  the  Maghzen 
will  be  necessary.  Such  coasting 
trade  may  he  carried  on  by  vessels 
of  every  nationality  without  such 
articles  being  subjected  to  pay- 
ment of  the  export  duties,  but 
subject  to  the  special  taxes  and 
regulations  relative  thereto. 

Art.  70.  The  rate  of  sojourn 
and  anchorage  dues  levied  on  ships 
in  Moorish  ports  being  fixed  by 
treaties  with  certain  powers,  the 
said  powers  are  disposed  to  con- 
sent to  a  revision  of  such  dues. 

The  Diplomatic  Body  at  Tangier 
is  therefore  charged  to  effect  an 
agreement  with  the  Maghzen  on 
the  terms  of  such  revision,  which 
can  not,  however,  take  place  until 
after  the  improvemen tot  the  ports. 

Art.  71.  The  customs  storage 
dues  shall  be  collected  in  all  Moor- 
ish ports  where  there  are  adequate 
warehouses,  in  conformity  to  the 
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fonn&nent  aux  rdglements  pris 
ou  &  prendre  sur  la  mati&re  par  le 
Gouvernement  de  Sa  Majeste  Ch6- 
rifienne,  d'accord  avec  le  Corps 
Diplomatique  &  Tanger.

In 
case  no  amicable  agreement  shall 
be  reached,  the  damages  shall  be 
fixed  by  experts  designated  by 
the  Makhzen  and  the  Diplomatic 
Body,  in  conformity  with  the 
provisions  governing'  expropria- 
tion for  public  purposes.

^  Art.  77.  Every  eaptain  of  a 
merchantman  coming  from  a  for- 
eign or  a  Moorish  port  shall,  within 
twenty-four  hours  after  having 
been  granted  free  pratique  in  any 
of  the  ports  of  the  Empire,  de- 
posit at  the  customs  an  exact  copy 
of  his  manifest,  signed  by  him 
and  certified  to  bv  the  vessel's 
consignee.  He  shall  furthermore, 
if  required  to  do  so,  produce  be- 
fore the  customs  authorities  the 
original  of  his  manifest. 

The  customs  shall  have  power 
to  station  one  or  more  watchmen 
on  board  to  prevent  illicit  trade. 

Art.  78.  The  following  are  ex- 
empt f  *ora  depositing  the  mani- 
fest: 

1°.  Men-of-war  or  ships  char- 
tered for  the  account  of  a  power. 

2°.  Boats  belonging  to  private 
individuals  for  their  personal  use 
and  never  carrying  any  merchan- 
dise.

their  respective  Plenipotentiaries  at  Washington,  on  the  twenty- 
first  day  of  April,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  six,  thfe  original 
of  which  Convention  is  word  for  word  as  follows: 

Whereas  by  a  treaty  between  the  United  States  of  America  and 
His  Majesty  the  Emperor  of  all  the  Russias,  for  the  cession  of  the 
Russian  possessions  in  North  America  to  the  United  States,  con- 
cluded March  30,  1867,  the  most  northerly  part  of  the  boundary 
line  between  the  said  Russian  possessions  and  those  of  His  Britannic 
Majesty,  as  established  by  the  prior  convention  between  Russia 
ana  Great  Britain-,  of  February  28/16,  1825,  is  defined  as  following 
the  141st  degree  of  longitude  west  from  Greenwich,  beginning  at

The  PostmAster-General  of  the  United  States  of  America  and  the    Preamb,e- 
Postmaster  of  the  British  Colony  of  Bermuda,  being  desirous  of  estab: 
lishing  a  regular  direet  exchange  of  parcels  between  the  United  States 
of  America  and  Bermuda,  have  agreed,  on  behalf  of  their  respective 
Governments,  to  the  following  Articles : — 

Article  I. 

The  provisions  of  this  Agreement  relate  only  to  parcels  of  mail  u^Unt  oi  conven- 
matter  to  be  exchanged  by  the  system  herein  provided  for,  and  do

The  Postm&ster-General  of  the. United  States  of  America  and  the    Proamble- 
Postmaster  of  the  British  Colony  of  Bermuda,  being  desirous  of  estab:

WHEREAS,  it  is  provided  by  section  twenty- four  of  the  Act  of  ^^^^  Ro. 
Congress,  approved  March 'third,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-one,  «erve,  Arii. 
entitled,  "An  act  to  repeal  timber-culture  laws,  and  for  other  pur-  voTSo,  p.'  nos. 
poses ",  "  That  the  President  of  the  United  States  may,  from  time  to 
time,  set  apart  and  reserve,  in  any  State  or  Territory  having  public 
land  bearing  forests,  in  any  part  of  the  public  lands  wholly  or  in 
part  covered  with  timber  or  undergrowth,  whether  of  commercial 
value  or  not,  as  public  reservations,  and  the  President  shall,  by  pub- 
lic proclamation,  declare  the  establishment  of  such  reservations  and 
the  limits  thereof  "; 

And  whereas,  the  public  lands  in  the  Territory  of  Arizona,  within 
the  limits  hereinafter  described,  are  in  part  covered  with  timber,  and 
it  appears  that  the  public  good  would  be  promoted  by  setting  apart 
and  reserving  said  lands  as  a  public  reservation ; . 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Theodore  Roosevelt,  President  of  the  United 
States,  by  virtue  of  the  power  in  me  vested  by  Section  twenty-four  of 
tiie  aforesaid  Act  of  Congress,  do  hereby  make  known  and  proclaim 
that  there  are  hereby  reserved  from  entry  or  settlement  and  set  apart 
as  a  Public  Reservation  all  those  .certain  tracts,  pieces  or  parcels  of 
land  lyii}£  and  being  situate  in  the  Territory  of  Arizona,  and  within 
the  boundaries  particularly  described  as  f pllows :

Excepting  from  the  force  and  effect.of  this  proclamation  all  lands  Lands  excepted, 
which  may  nave  been,  prior  to  the  date  hereof,  embraced  in  any  legal 
entry  or  covered  by  any  lawful  filing  duly  of  record  in  the  proper 
United  States  Land  Office,  or  upon  which  any  valid  settlement  has 
been  made  pursuant  to  law,  and  the  statutory  period  within  which 
to  make  entry  or  filing  of  record  has  not  expired :  Provided,  that  this 
exception  shall  hot  continue  to  apply  to  any  particular  tract  of  land 
unless  the  entryman,  settler  or  claimant  continues  to  comply  with  the 
law  under  which  the  entry,  filing  or  settlement  was  made. 

Warning  is  hereby  expressly  given  to  all  persons  not  to  make  settle-  MgJ5£Jt!  f  r  °  m 
ment  upon  the  lands  reserved  by  this  proclamation.

«?&■££!  utah!r"      WHEREAS,  it  is  provided  by  section  twenty-four  of  the  Act  of 
Preamble.'  Congress,  approved  Starch  third,  eighteen  bundled  and  ninety-one, 

Po«tf  p.  P8i87.3'  entitled,  "An  act  to  fepeal  timber-culture  laws,  and  for  other  pur- 
poses ",  "  That  the  Pvettdent  of  the  United  States  may,  from  time  to 
time,  set  apart  and  reserve,  in  any  State  or  Territory  having  public 
land  bearing  forests,  in  any  part  of  the  public  lands  wholly  or  in  part 
covered  with  timber  or  undergrowth,  whether  of  commercial  value

Excepting  from  the  force  and  effect  of  this  proclamation  all  lands 
Yi'hitih  may  have  been,  prior  to  the  date  hereof,  embraced  in  any  legal 
entry  or  covered  by.  any  lawful  filing  duly  of  record  in  the  proper 
United  States  Land  Omce,  or  upon  which  any  valid  settlement  has 
been  made  pursuant  to  law,  and  the  statutory  period  within  which  to 
make  entry  or  filing  of  record  has  not  expired :  Provided ,  that  this 
exception  shall  not  continue  to  apply  to  any  particular  tract  of  land 
unless  the  entryman,  settler  or  claimant  continues  to  comply  with  the 
law  under  which  the  entry,  filing  or  settlement  was  made. 

Warning  is  hereby  expressly  given  to  all  persons  not  to  make  settle- 
ment upon  the  lands  reserved  bv  this  proclamation.

A  PROCLAMATION. 

Whereas,  The  Bitter  Root  Forest  Reserve,  in  the  States  of  Idaho 
and  Montana,  was  established  by  proclamation  dated  February 
twenty-second,  eighteen  hundred  ana  ninety-seven,  under  and  bv 
virtue  of  section  twenty-four  of  the  Act  of  Congress,  approved  March 
third,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-one,  entitled,  "An  act  to  repeal 
timber-culture  laws,  and  for  other  purposes  ",  which  provides,  "  That 
the  President  of  the  United  States  may,  from  time  to  time,  set  apart 
and  reserve,  in  any  State  or  Territory  having  public  land  bearing 
forests,  in  any  part  of  the  public  lands  wholly  or  in  part  covered 
with  timber  or  undergrowth,  whether  of  commercial  value  or  not,  as 
public  reservations,  and  the  President  shall,  by  public  proclamation, 
declare  the  establishment  of  such  reservations  ana  the  limits  thereof  "; 

And  whereas,  it  is  further  provided  by  the  Act  of  Congress,  ap- 
proved June  fourth,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  entitled, 
"An  act  making  appropriations  for  sundry  civil  expenses  of  the 
Government  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June*  thirtieth,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  ninety-eight,  and  for  other  purposes  ",  that  "  the  President 
is  hereby  authorized  at  any  time  to  modify  anv  Executive  order  that 
has  been  or  may  hereafter  be  made  establishing  any  forest  reserve, 
and  by  such  modification  may  reduce  the  area  or  change  the  boundary 
lines  of  Such  reserve,  or  may  vacate  altogether  any  order  creating 
such  reserve  ";  under  which  provision  the  boundarv  lines  of  the  said 
forest  reserve  were  changed  and  the  area  reduced  by  proclamation 
dated  June  fourteenth,  nineteen  hundred  and  four : 

And  whereas,  it  appears  that  the  public  good  would  be  promoted 
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by  further  releasing  and  excluding  lands  from  the  said  forest  reserve, 
and  by  including  therein  additional  lands  which  are  in  part  covered 
with  timber; 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Theodore  Roosevelt,  President  of  the  United  Area  modified.

A  PROCLAMATION. 

WHEREAS,  it  is  provided  by  section  twenty-four  of  the  Act  of  Con-

Excepting  from  the  force  and  effect  of  this  proclamation  all  lands  i*nd»  excepted, 
which  may  nave  been,  prior  to  the  date  hereof,  embraced  in  any  legal 
entry  or  covered  by  any  lawful  filing  duly  of  record  in  the  proper 
United  States  Land  Omce,  or  upon  which  any  valid  settlement  has 
been  made  pursuant  to  law,  ana  the  statutory  period  within  which 
to  make  entry  or  filing  of  record  has  not  expired :  Provided,  that  this 
exception  shall  not  continue  to  apply  to  any  particular  tract  of  land 
unless  the  entryman,  settler  or  claimant  continues  to  .comply  with 
the  law  under  which  the  entry,  filing  or  settlement  was  made. 

Warning  is  hereby  expressly  given  to  all  persons  not  to  make  set-  setuement?  tIom 
tlement  upon  the  lands  reserved  by  this  proclamation. 
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The  reservation  hereby  established  shall  be  known  as  The  Weiser 
Forest  Reservfe*

Excepting  from  the  force  and  effect  of  this  proclamation  all  lands  LandB  excepted, 
which  may  have  been,  prior  to  the  date  hereof ,  embraced  in  any  legal 
entry  or  covered  by  any  lawful  filing  duly  of  record  in  the  proper 
United  'States  Land  Office,  or  upon  which  any  valid  settlement  has 
been  made  pursuant  to  law,  and  the  statutory  period  within  which 
to  make  entry  or  filing  of  record  has  not  expired :  Provided,  that  this 
exception  shall  not  continue  to  apply  to  any  particular  tract  of  land 
unless  the  entryman,  settler  or  claimant  continues  to. comply  with 
the  law  under  which  the  entry,  filing  or  settlement  was  made. 

Warning  is  hereby  expressly  given  to  all  persons  not  to  make  set-  sememe*??  ttoto 
tlement  upon  the  lands  reserved  by  this  proclamation. 
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The  reservation  hereby  established  shall  be  known  as  The  Weiser 
Forest  Reserve.

A  PROCLAMATION. 

WHEREAS,  it  is  provided  by  section  twenty-four  of  the  Act  of  Con- 
gress, approved  March  third,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-one;,  enti- 
tled, "An  act  to  repeal  timber-culture  laws,  and  for  other  purposes". 
"  That  the  President  e*  the  United  States  may,*  from  time  to  time,  set 
apart  and  reserve,  in  any  State  or  Territory  having  public  land  bear- 
ing forests,  in  any  part  of  the  public  lands  wholly  or  in  part  covered 
with  timber  or  undergrowth,  whether  of  commercial  value  or  not;  as 

Sublic  reservations,  and  the  President  shall,  by  public  proclamation, 
eclare  the  establishment  of  such  reservations  and  the  limits  thereof  "; 
And  whereas,  the  public  lands  in  the  State  of  Idaho,  within  the 
limits  hereinafter  described,  are  in  part  covered  with  timber,  and  it 
appears  that  the  public  good  woyld  be  promoted  by  setting  apart  and 
reserving  said  lands  as  a  public  Reservation ; 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Theodore  Roosevelt,  President  of  the  United 
States,  by  virtue  of  the  power  in  me  vested  by  section  twenty- four  of 
the  aforesaid  Act  of  Congress,  do  hereby  make  known  and  proclaim 
that  there  are  hereby  reserved  from  entry  or  settlement  and  set  apart 
as  a  Public  Reservation  all  those  certain  tracts,  pieces  or  parcels  of 
land  lying  and  being  situate  in  the  State  of  Idaho,  and  within  the 
boundaries  particularly  described  as  follows :

Excepting  from  the  force  and  effect  of  this  proclamation  all  lands  Lands  excepted, 
which  may  nave  been,  prior  to  the  date  hereof,  embraced  in  any  legal 
entry  or  .covered  by  any  lawful  filing  duly  of  record  in  the  proper 
United  States  Land  Office,  or  upon  which  any  valid  settlement  nas 
been  made  pursuant  to  law,  and.  the  statutory  psrifcd  within  which  to 
make  entry  or  filing  of  record  has  not  expired:  Provided,  that  this 
exception  "shall  not  continue  to  apply  to  any  particular  tract  9f  land 
unless  the  entryman,  settler  or  claimant  continues  to  comply  with  the 
law  under  which  the  entry,  filing  or  selection  was  made. 
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Warning  is  hereby  expressly  given  to  all  persons  not  to  make  settle 
ment  upon  the  lands  reserved  oy  this  proclamation. 

The  reservation  hereby  established  shall  be  known  as  The  Payette 
Forest  Reserve.  •

time,  set  apart  and  reserve,  in  any  State  or  Territory  having  public 
land  bearing  forests,  in  any  part  of  the  public  lands  wholly  or  in  part 
covered  with  timber  or  undergrowth,  whether  of  commercial  value  or 
not,  as  public  reservations,  and  the  President  shall,  by  public  procla- 
mation, declare  the  establishment  of  such  reservations  and  the  limits 
thereof": 

And  whereas,  the  public  lands  in  the  State  of  Colorado,  within  the 
limits  hereinafter  described,  are  in  part  covered  with  timber,  and  it 
appears  that  the  public  good  would  be  promoted  by  setting  ap#rt  and 
reserving  said  lands  as  a  public  reservation ; 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Theodore  Roosevelt,  President  of  the  United 
States,  by  virtue  of  the  power  in  me  vested  by  section  twenty-four  of 
the  aforesaid.

Excepting  from  the  force  and  effect  of  this  proclamation  all  lands  Lands  excepted, 
which  may  nave  been,  prior  to  the  date  hereof,  embraced  in  any  legal 
entry  or  .covered  by  anv  lawful  filing  duly  of  record  in  the  proper 
United  States  Land  OfHce,  or  upon  which  any  valitt  settlement  has 
been  made  pursuant  to  law,  and.  the  statutory  period  within  which  to 
make  entry  or  filing  of  record  has  not  expired:  Provided,  that  this 
exception  "shall  not  continue  to  apply  to  any  particular  tract  of  land 
unless  the  entryman,  settler  or  claimant  continues  to  comj>ly  with  the 
law  under  which  the  entry,  filing  or  selection  was  ma'cte. 
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Warning  is  hereby  expressly  given  to  all  persons  not  to  make  settle- 
ment upon  the  lands  reserved  ny  this  proclamation. 

The  reservation  hereby  established  shall  be  known  as  The  Payette 
Forest  Reserve.

.__ WHEREAS,  it  is  provided  by  section  twenty- f out  of  the  Act  of 

co°io.est  Eeflerve*  Congress,  approved  March  third,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-one, 
t>^«kia  entitled,  "An  act  to  repeal  timber-culture'  laws,  and  for  other  pur- 

poses ",  "  That  the  President  of  the  United  States  may,  from  time  to 
time,  set  apart  and  reserve,  in  any  State  or  Territory  having  public 
land  hearing  forests,  in  any  part  of  the  public  lands  wholly  or  in  part 
covered  with  timber  or  undergrowth,  whether  of  commercial  value  or 
not,  as  public  reservations,  and  the  President  shall,  by  public  procla- 
mation, declare  the  establishment  of  such  reservations  and  the  limits 
thereof"; 

And  whereas,  the  public  lands  in  the  State  of  Colorado,  within  the 
limits  hereinafter  described,  are  in  part  covered  with  timber,  and  it 
appears  that  the  public  good  would  be  promoted  by  setting  apiart  and 
reserving  said  lands  as  a  public  reservation ; 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Theodore  Roosevelt,  President  of  the  United 
States,  by  virtue  of  the  power  in  me  vested  by  section  twenty-four  of 
the  aforesaid. Act  of  Congress,  do  hereby  make  known  a/id  proclaim 
that  there  are  hereby  reserved  from  entry  orfettlement  and  set  apart 
as  a  Public  Reservation  all  those  certain  tracts,  pieces  or  parcels  of 
land  lying  and  being  situate  in  the  State  of  Colorado,  and  within  the 
boundaries  particularly  described  as  follows:

A  PROCLAMATION. 

WHEREAS,  the  Battlement  Mesa  Forest  Reserve,  in  the  State  of 
Colorado,  was  established  by  proclamation  dated  December  twenty- 
fourth,  eighteen  hundred  ana  ninety-two,  under  and  by  virtue  of 
section  twenty- four  of  the  Act  of  Congress,  approved  March  third, 
eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-one,  entitled,  "An  act  to  repeal  timber- 
culture  laws,  and  for  other  purposes ",  which  provides,  "  That  the 
President  of  the  United  States  may,  from  time  to  time,  set  apart  and 
reserve,  in  any  State  or  Territory  having  public  land  bearing  forests, 
in  any  part  of  the  public  lands  wholly  or  in  part  covered  with  timber 
or  undergrowth,  whether  of  commercial  value  or  not,  as  public  res* 
ervations,  and  the  President  shall,  by  public  proclamation,  declare 
the  establishment  of  such  reservations  and  the  limits  thereof  "  ; 

And  whereas,  it  is  further  provided  by  the  Act  of  Congress,  ap- 
proved June  fourth,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  entitled, 
"Aj>  act  making  appropriations  for  sundry  civil  expenses  of  the  Gov- 
ernment for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  eighteen  hundred 
and  ninety-eight,  and  for  other  purposes ",  that  "  the  President  is 
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hereby  authorized  at  any  time  to  modify  any  Executive  order  that 

has  been  or  may  hereafter  be  made  establishing  any  forest  reserve, 

and  by  such  modification  may  reduce  the  area  or  chance  the  boundary 

lines  of  such  reserve,  or  may  vacate  altogether  any  order  creating  such 

reserve  ",  under  which  provision  the  boundary  lines  of  the  said  forest 

reserve  were  changed  and  the  area  thereof  reduced  by  proclamation    vol.  83,  p.  2859. 

dated  May  sixteenth,  nineteen  hundred  and  four; 

And  whereas,  it  appears  that  the  public  good  would  be  promoted 
by  further  releasing  and  excluding  lands  from  the  said  forest  reserve, 
and  by  including  therein  additional  lands  which  are  in  part  covered 
with  timber ;

A  PROCLAMATION. 

WHEREAS,  it  is  provided  bv  section  twenty-four  of  the  Act  of  PoT^BfanReUr5l! 
Congress,  approved  March  third,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-one,  coio. 
entitled,  "Ah  act  to  repeal  timber-culture,  laws,- and  for  other  pur-    vo?*S?p.' 1103. 
poses  ",  "  That  the  President  of  the  United  States  may,  from  time  to 
time,  set  apart  and  reserve,  in  any  State  or  Territory  having  public 
land  bearing  forests,  in  any  part  of  the  public  lands  wholly  or  in  part 
covered  with  timber  or  undergrowth,  whether  of  commercial  value  or 
not,  as  public  reservations,  and  the  President  shall,  by  public  procla- 
mation, declare  the  establishment  of  such  reservations  and  the  limits 
thereof  "  ; 

And  whereas,  it  is  further  provided  by  the  Act  of  Congress,  ap-     voi.so.p.  36. 
proved  June  fourth,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  entitled, 
"An  act  making  appropriations  for  sundry  civil  expenses  of  the  Gov- 
ernment for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  eighteen  hundred 
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and  ninety-eight,  and  for  other  purposes ",  that  "The  President  is 
hereby  authorized  at  any  time  to  modify  any  Executive  order  that 
has  been  or  may  hereafter  be  made  establishing  any  forest  reserve, 
and  by  such  modification  may  reduce  the  area  or  change  the  boundary 
lines  of  such  reserve,  or  may  vacate  altogether  any  order  creating 
such  reserve  "; 

And  whereas,  the  public  lands  in  the  State  of  Colorado,  within  the 
limits  hereinafter  described,  are  in  part  covered  with  timber,  and  it 
appears  that  the  public  good  would  be  promoted  by  setting  apart  and 
reserving  said  lands  as  a  public  reservation ; 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Theodore  Roosevelt,  President  of  the  United 
States,  by  virtue  of  the  power  in  me  vested  by  the  aforesaid  acts  of 
Congress,  do  hereby  niake  known  and  proclaim  that  The  San  Isabel 
Forest  Reserve,  in  the  State  of  Colorado,  established  by  proclamation 
of  April  eleventh,  nineteen  hundred  and  two,  is  hereby  so  changed 
and  enlarged  as  to  include  all  those  certain  tracts,  pieces  or  parcels 
of  land  lying  and  being  situate  in  the  State  of  Colorado,  and  within 
the  boundaries  particularly  described  as  follows :

make  entry  or  filing  of  record  has  not  expired:  Provided,  that  this 
•  exception  shall  not  continue  to  apply  to  any  particular  tract  of  land 
unless  the  entryman,  settler  or  claimant  continues  to  comply  with  the 
law  under  which  the  entry,  filing  or  settlement  was  made. 

Warning  is  hereby  expressly  given  to  all  persons  not  to  make  set-  ge^J5^2t  f  rom 
tlement  upon  the  lands  reserved  by  this  proclamation.

Excepting  from  the  force  and  effect  of  this  proclamation  all  lands    Landi  excepted, 
which  may  have  been,  prior  to  the  date  hereof,  embraced  in  any  legal 
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entry  or  covered  by  any  lawful  filing  duly  of  record  in  the  proper 
United  States  Land  Office,  or  upon  which  any  valid  settlement  has 
been  made  pursuant  to  law,  and  the  statutory  period  within  which  to 
make  entry  or  filing  of  record  has  not  expired :  Provided,  that  this 
exception  shall  not  continue  to  apply  to  any  particular  tract  of  land 
unless  the  entryman,  settler  or  claimant  continues  to  comply  with  the 
law  under  which  the  entry,  filing  or  settlement  was  made.

time,  set  apart  and  reserve,  in  any  State  or  Territory  having  public 
land  bearing  forests,  in  any  part  of  the  public  lands  wholly  or  in  part 
covered  with  timber  or  undergrowth,  whether  of  commercial  value  or 
not,  as  public  reservations,  and  the  President  shall,  by  public  procla- 
mation, declare  the  establishment  of  such  reservations  and  the  limits 
thereof"; 
Colorado  *  re8erve'      And  whereas,  the  public  lands  ii\  the  State  of  Colorado,  within  the 

limits  hereinafter  described,  are  in  part  covered  with  timber,  and  it 
appears  that  the  public  good  would  be  promoted  by  setting  apart  and 
reserving  said  lands  as  a  public  reservation; 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Theodore  Roosevelt,  President  of  the  United

WHEREAS,  it  is  provided  by  section  twenty-four  of  the  Act. of

unless  the  entryman,  settler  or  claimant  continues  to  comply  with  the 
law  under  which  the  entry,  filing  or  settlement  was  made.

jrauryof  sufc.        1st.    His  death,  a  crushing  sorrow  to  his  friends,  is  to  the  people  of 

this  country  a  national  bereavement;  and  it  is  in  addition  a  serious 
loss  to  all  mankind,,  for  to  him  it  was  given  to  stand  as  a  leader  in  the 
effort  to  better  world-conditions  by  striving  to  advance  the  cause  of 
International  peace  and  justice.  He  entered  the  public  service  as  the 
trusted  and  intimate  companion  of  Abraham  Lincoln,  and  for  well- 
nigh  forty-five  years  he  served  his  country  with  loyal  devotion  and 
high  ability  in  many  positions  of  honor  and  trust;  and  finally  he 
crowned  his  life  work  by  serving  as  Secretary  of  State  with  such 
f arsighted  reading  of  the  future  and  such  loyalty  to  lofty  ideals  as  to 
confer  lasting  benefits  not  only  upon  our  own  country  but  upon  all 
the  nations  of  the  earth. 

As  a  suitable  expression  of  national  mourning,  I  direct  that  the 
diplomatic  representatives  of  the  United  States  in  all  foreign  coun- 
tries display  the  flags  over  their  embassies  and  legations  at  half-mast 
for  ten  days;  that  for  a  like  period  the  flag  of  the  United  States  be 
displayed  at  half-mast  at  all  forts  and  military  posts  and  at  all  naval 
stations  and  on  all  vessels  of  the  United  States. 

I  further  order  that  on  the  day  of  the  funeral  the  executive  depart- 
ments in  the  City  of  Washington  be  closed  and  that  on  all  public 
buildings  throughout  the  United  States  the  national  flag  be  displayed 
at  half-mast.

(31  Stat,  847),  may  present  their  applications  for  registration  and 
due  proofs  or  their  qualifications  through  an  agent  of  their  own 
selection,  having  a  duly  executed  power  of  attorney  on  a  blank  form 
provided  by  the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office,  but  no 
person  will  be  permitted  to  act  as  agent  for  more  than  one  such 
soldier  or  sailor.     No  person  will  be  permitted  to  register  more  than 

certificate  of  re*-  once  or  *n  an7  °ther  tnan  his  true  name, 
titration.  Each  applicant  who  shows  himself  duly  qualified  will  be  registered 

«nd  given  a  nontransferable  certificate  to  that  effect,  which  will

but  the  only  purpose  for  which  he  can  go  upon  and  examine  saia 

Restricti  n  lands  is  that  of  enabling  him  later  on,  as  lierein  provided,  to  under- 

standingly  select  the  lands  for  which  he  may  make  entry.  No  one 
will  be  permitted  to  make  settlement  upon  any  of  said  lands  in 
advance  of  the  opening  herein  provided  for,  and  during  the  first 
sixty  days  following  said  opening  no  one  but  registered  applicants 
will  be  permitted  to  make  nomestead  settlement  upon  any  of  said 
lands  and  then  only  in  pursuance  of  a  homestead  entry  duly  allowed 
by  the  local  land  officers,  or  of  a  soldier's  declaratory  statement  duly 
'  accepted  by  such  officers. 

Draw  nga,  ^^  order  in  which,  during  the  first  sixty  days  following  the  open- 

ing, the  registered  applicants  will  be  permitted  to  make  homestead 
entry  of  the  lands  opened  hereunder,  will  be  determined  by  a  drawing 
for  the  district  publicly  held  at  Provo,  Utah,  commencing  at  9 
o'clock  a.  m.,  Thursday,  August  17,  1905,  and  continuing  for  such 
period  as  may  be  necessary  to  complete  the  same.  The  drawing  will 
be  had  under  the  supervision  and  immediate  observance  of  a  com- 
mittee of  three  persons  whose  integrity  is  such  as  to  make  their  con- 
trol of  the  drawing  a  guaranty  of  its  fairness.  The  members  of  this 
committee  will  be  appointed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  who  will 
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prescribe  suitable  compensation  for  their  services.  Preparatory  to 
this  drawing  the  registration  officers  will,  at  the  time  of  registering 
each  applicant  tfho  shows  himself  duly  qualified,  make  out  a  card, 
which  must  be  signed  by  the  applicant,  and  giving  such  a  description 
of  the  applicant  as  will  enable  the  local  land  officers  to  thereafter 
identify  him.  This  card  will  be  subsequently  sealed  in  a  separate 
envelope  which  will  bear  no  other  distinguishing  label  or  mark  than 
such  as  may  be  necessary  to  show  that  it  is  to  go  into  the  drawing. 
These  envelopes  will  be  carefully  preserved  and  remain  sealed  until 
opened  in  the  course  of  the  drawing  herein  provided.  When  the 
registration  is  completed,  all  of  these  sealed  envelopes  will  be  brought 
together  at  the  place  of  drawing  and  turned  over  to  the  committee  in 
charge  of  the  drawing,  who,  in  such  manner  as  in  their  judgment 
will  be  attended  with  entire  fairness  and  equality  of  opportunity, 
shall  proceed  to  draw  out  and  open  the  separate  envelopes  and  to 
give  to  each  inclosed  card  a  number  in  the  order  in  which  the  envelope 
containing  the  same  is  drawn.  The  result  of  the  drawing  will  be 
certified  by  the  committee  to  the  officers  of  the  district  and  will  deter- 
mine the  order  in  which  the  applicants  may  make  homestead  entry  of 
said  lands  and  settlement  thereon. 

Notice  of  the  drawings,  stating  the  name  of  each  applicant  and 
number  assigned  to  hiniby  the  drawing,  will  be  postea  each  day  at 
the  place  of  drawing,  and  each  applicant  will  be  notified  of  his  num- 
ber, and  of  the  day  upon  which  he  must  make  his  entry,  by  a  postal 
card  mailed  to  him  at  the  address  given  by  him  at  the  time  of  registra- 
tion. The  result  of  each  day's  drawing  will  also  be  given  to  the  press 
to  be  published  as  a  matter  of  news.  Applications  for  homestead 
entry  of  said  lands  during  the  first  sixty  days  following  the  opening 
can  be  made  only  by  registered  applicants  and  in  the  order  established 
by  the  drawing  F 

Commencing  on  Monday.  August  28,  1905,  at  9  o'clock  a.  m.,  the 
applications  of  those  drawing  numbers  1  to  50,  inclusive,  must  be  pre- 
sented at  the  land  office  in  the  town  of  Vernal,  Utah,  in  the  land  dis- 
trict in  which  said  lands  are  situated,  and  will  be  considered  in  their 
numerical  order  during  the  first  day,  and  the  applications  of  those 
drawing  numbers  51  to  100,  inclusive,  must  be  presented  and  will  be 
considered  in  their  numerical  order  during  the  second  day,  and  so  on 
at  that  rate  until  all  of  said  lands  subject  to  entry  under  the  home- 
stead law,  and  desired  thereunder,  have  been  entered.  If  any  appli- 
cant fails  to  appear  and  present  his  application  for  entry  when  the 
number  assignee!  to  him  by  the  drawing  is  reached,  his  right  to  enter 
will  be  passed  until  after  the  other  applications  assigned  for  that  day 
have  been  disposed  of,  when  he  will  be  given  another  opportunity  to 
make  entry,  railing  in  which  he  will  be  deemed  to  have  abandoned 
his  right  to  make  entry  under  such  drawing. 

To  obtain  the  allowance  of  a  homestead  entry,  each  applicant  must 
personally  present  the  certificate  of  registration  theretofore  issued  to 
him,  together  with  a  regular  homestead  application  and  the  necessary 
accompanying  proofs,  together  with  the  regular  land  office  fees,  but 
an  honorably  discharged  soldier  or  sailor  may  file  his  declaratory 
statement  through  his  agent,  who  can  represent  but  one  soldier  or 
sailor  as  in  the  matter  of  registration. 

Persons  who  make  homestead  entry  for  any  of  these  lands  will  be 
required  to  pay  therefor  at  the  rate  of  one  dollar  and  twenty-five  cents 
per  acre  when  they  make  final  proof,  but  no  payment,  other  than  the 
usual  fees  and  commissions  will  be  required  at  the  time  the  entry  is 

made. 

Persons  who  apply  to  make  entry  of  these  lands  prior  to  October. 
27,  1905,  will  not  be  required  to  file  the  usual  nonmineral  affidavit 
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with  their  applications  to  enter,  but  such  affidavit  must  be  filed  before 
final  proof  is  accepted  under  their  entries :  but  all  persons  who  make 
entry  after  that  date  will  be  required  to  file  that  affidavit  with  their 
applications  to  enter. 

The  production  of  the  certificate  of  registration  will  be  dispensed 
with  only  upon  satisfactory  proof  of  its  loss  or  destruction.  If  at 
the  time  of  considering  his  regular  application  for  entry  it  appear 
that  an  applicant  is  disqualified  from  making  homestead  entry  of 
these  lands,  his  application  will  be  rejected,  notwithstanding  his 
prior  registration.  If  any  applicant  shall  register  more  than  Once 
hereunder,  or  in  any  other  than  his  true  name,  or  shall  transfer  his 
registration  certificate,  he  will  thereby  lose  all  the  benefits  of  the  reg- 
istration and  drawing  herein  provided  for,  and  will  be  precluded 
from  entering  or  settling  upon  any  of  said  lands  during  the  first 
sixty  days  following  said  opening. 

Any  person  or  persons  desiring  to  found,  or  to  suggest  establish- 
ing, a  townsite  upon  any  of  the  said  lands,  at  any  point,  may,  at  any 
time  before  the  opening  herein  provided  for,  file  in  the  land  office  a 
written  application  to  that  effect,  describing  by  legal  subdivisions 
the  lands  intended,  to  be  affected,  and  stating  fully  and  under  oath 
the  necessity  or  propriety  of  founding  or  establishing  a  town  at  that 
place.  The  local  officers  will  forthwith  transmit  said  petition  to  the 
Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office  with  their  recommendation 
in  die  premises.  Such  Commissioner,  if  he  believes  the  public  inter- 
ests will  be  subserved  thereby,  will,  if  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior 
approve  thereof,  issue  an  order  withdrawing  the  lands  described  in 
such  petition,  or  any  portion  thereof,  from  homestead  entry  and  set- 
tlement and  directing  that  the  same  be  held  for  the  time  being  for 
disposal  under  the  townsite  laws  of  the  United  States  in  such  man- 
ner as  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  may  from  time  to  time  direct; 
and,  if  at  any  time  after  stfch  withdrawal  has  been  made  it  is  deter- 
mined that  the  lands  so  withdrawn  are  not  needed  for  townsite  pur- 
poses they  may  be  released  from  such  withdrawal  and  then  disposed 
of  under  the  general  provisions  of  the  homestead  laws  in  the  manner 
prescribed  herein.  •    * 

All  persons  are  especially  admonished  that  under  the  said  act  of 
Congress  approved  March,  3,  19&5,  it  is  provided  that  no  person  shall 
be  permitted  to  settle  upon,  occupy,,  or  enter  any  of  said  lands  except 
in  the  manner  prescribed  in  this  proclamation  until  after  the  expira- 
tion, of  sixty  days  from  the  time  when  the  same  are  opened  to  settle- 
ment and  entry.  After  the  expiration  of  the  said  period  of  sixty 
days,  but  not  before,  as  hereinbefore  prescribed,  any  of  said  lands 
remaining  undisposed  of  may  be  settled  upon,  occupied,  and  entered 
under  the  general  provisions  of  the  homestead  and  townsite  laws  of 
the  United  States  in  like  manner  as  if  the  manner  of  effecting  such 
settlement,  occupancy,  and  entry  had  not  been  prescribed  herein  in 
obedience  to  law. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Interior  shall  prescribe  all  heedful  rules  cand 
regulations  necessary  to  carry  into  full  effect  the  opening  herein  pro- 
vided for.

time,  set  apart  and  reserve,  in  any  State  or  Territory  having  public 
land  bearing  forests,  in  any  part  of  the  public  lands  wjiolly  or  in  part 
covered  with  timber  or  undergrowth,  whether  of  commercial  value  or 
not,  as  public  reservations,  and  the  President  shall,  by  public  procla- 
mation, declare  the  establishment  of  such  reservations  and  the  limits 
thereof";  .... 

And  whereas,  it  is  further  provided  by  the  Act  of  Congress, 
approved  June  fourth,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  entitled, 
"An  act  making  appropriations  for  sundry  civil  expenses  of  the 
Government  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  ninety-eight,  and  for  other  purposes  •",  that  "  The  President 
is  hereby  authorized  at  any  time  to  modify  any  Executive  order  that 
has  been  or  may  hereafter  be  made  establishing  any  forest  reserve, 
and  by  such  modification  may  reduce  the  area  or  change  the  boundary 
lines  of  such  reserve,  or  may  vacate  altogether  any  or^er  creating, 
such  reserve  ";  I 

And  whereas,  the' public  lands  in  the  Territory  of  New. Mexico, 
within  the  limits  hereinafter  described,  are  in  part  covered  with  tim- 
ber, and  it  appears  that  the  public  good  would  oe  promoted  by  setting 
apart  and  reserving  said  lands  as  a  public  reservation. 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Theodore  Roosevelt,  President  of  the  United 
States,  by  virtue  of  the  power  in  me  vested  by  the  aforesaid  acts  of 
Congress,  do  hereby  make  known  and  proclaim  that  the  Gila  River 
Forest  Reserve,  in  the  Territory  of  New  Mexico,  established  by  proc- 
lamation of  March  second,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-nine,  is 
hereby  so  changed  and  enlarged  as  to  include  all  those'  certain  tracts. 

Sieoes  or  parcels  of  land  lying  and  being  situate  in  the  Territory  or 
Tew  Mexico,  and  within  the  boundaries  particularly  described  as .

Excepting  from  the  force  and  effect  of  this  proclamation  all  lands  Land*  excepted, 
which  may  nave  been,  prior  to  the  date  hereof,  embraced  in  any  legal 
entry  or  covered  by  any  lawful  filing  duly  of  record  in  the  proper 
United  States  Land  Office,  or  upon  which  any  valid  settlement  has, 
been  made  pursuant  to  law,  ana  the  statutory  period  within  which 
to  make  entry  or  tiling  of  record  has  not  expired :  Provided,  that 
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this  exception  shall  not  continue  to  apply  to  any  particular  tract  of 
land  unless  the  entryman,  settler  or  claimant  continues  to  comply 
with  the  law  under  which  the  entry,  filing  or  settlement  was  made.

A  PROCLAMATION. 

WHEREAS,  The  Sierra  Forest  Reserve,  in  the  State  of  California,    TrJ^^&i*'0*' 
was  established  by  proclamation  dated  February  fourteenth,  eighteen  "preamble!  » 
hundred  and  ninety 4hree,  under  and  by  virtue  of  section  twenty-    v&f|,'£ii3.° 
four  of  the  Act  of  Congress,  approved  March  third,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  ninety-one,  entitled,  "An  act  to  repeal  timber-culture  laws, 
and  for  other  purposes  ",  which  provides,  "  That  the  President  of  the 
United  States  may.  from  time  to  time,  set  apart  and  reserve,  in  any 
State  or  Territory  having  public  land  bearing  forests,  in  any  part  of 
the  public  lands  wholly  or  in  part  covered  with  timber  or  under- 
growth, whether  of  commercial  value  or  not,  as  public  reservations, 
and  the  President  shall,  by  public  proclamation,  declare  the  estab- 
lishment of  such  reservations  and  the  limits  thereof  " ; 

And  whereas,  the  boundary  lines  of  the  said  forest  reserve  were 
changed  and  enlarged  by  the  Act  of  Congress,  approved  February  v«i-m.p.to2. 
seventh,  nineteen  hundred  and  five,  entitled,  "An  Act  To  exclude 
from  tlje  Yosemite  National  Park,  California,  certain  lands  therein 
described,  and  to  attach  and  include  the  said  lands  in  the  Sierra 
Forest  Reserve  "; 

And  whereas,  it  is  further  provided  by  the  Act  of  Congress,  ap-  voi.80,p.86. 
proved  June  fourth,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  entitled, 
"An  act  making  appropriations  for  sundry  civil  expenses  of  the  Gov- 
ernment for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  eighteen  hundred 
«nd  ninety-eijrht,  and  for  other  purposes  ",  that  "  The  President  is 
hereby  authorized  at  any  time  to  modify  any  Executive  order  that 
has  been  or  mav  hereafter  be  made  establishing  any  forest  reserve, 
and  by  such  modification  may  reduce  the  area  or  change  the  boundary 
lines  of  such  reserve,  or  may  vacate  altogether  any  order  creatine 
such  reserve";  which  authority  to  change  the  boundary  lines  of 
forest  reserves  bv  Executive  proclamation  was  extended,  by  the 
aforesaid  act  of  Congress,  approved  February  seventh,  nineteen  hun- 
dred and  five,  to  the  lands  thereby  included  in  and  made  a  part  of 
the  Sierra  Forest  Reserve;

exception  shall  not  continue  to  apply  to  any  particular  tract  of  land 
unless  the  entryman,  settler  or  claimant  continues  to  comply  with  the 
law  under  which  the  entry,  filing  or  flettlement  was  made. 

Warning  is  hereby  expressly  riven  to  all  persons  not  to  make  set- 
tlement upon  thq  lands  reserved  dv  this  proclamation. 

The  reservation  "hereby  established  shall  be  known  as  the  Short 
Pine  Forest  Reserve.

unless  the  entryman,  settler  or  claimant  continues  to  comply  with  the 
law  under  which  the  entry,  filing  or  settlement  was  made. 

Warning  is  hereby  expressly  given  to  all  persons  not  to  make  set- 
tlement upon  the  lands  reserved  oy  this  proclamation. 

The  reservation  hereby  established  shall  be  known  as  the  Garden 
City  Forest  Reserve.

A  PROCLAMATION. 

WHEREAS,  The  Sierra  Forest  Reserve,  in  the  State  of  California,    T&**}€r&,For- 
was  established  by  proclamation  dated  February  fourteenth,  eighteen  "Wamble!  »   * 
hundred  and  ninety -three,  under  and  by  virtue  of  section  twenty-    v3;|5;£ii8.' 
four  of  the  Act  of  Congress,  approved  March  third,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  ninety-one,  entitled,  "An  act  to  repeal  timber-culture  laws, 
and  for  other  purposes  ",  which  provides,  "  That  the  President  of  the 
United  States  may.  from  time  to  tinte.  set  apart  and  reserve,  in  any 
State  or  Territory  having  public  land  bearing  forests,  in  any  part  of 
the  public  lands  wholly  or  in  part  covered  with  timber  or  under- 
growth, whether  of  commercial  value  or  not,  as  public  reservations, 
and  the  President  shall,  by  public  proclamation,  declare  the  estab- 
lishment of  such  reservations  and  the  limits  thereof  " ; 

And  whereas,  the  boundary  lines  of  the  said  forest  reserve  were 
changed  and  enlarged  by  the  Act  of  Congress,  approved  February  VoL  M»  »• 7a2- 
seventh,  nineteen  hundred  and  five,  entitled,  "An  Act  To  exclude 
from  tlje  Yosemite  National  Park,  California,  certain  lands  therein 
described,  and  to  attach  and  include  the  said  lands  in  the  Sierra 
Forest  Reserve  w ; 

And  whereas,  it  is  further  provided  by  the  Act  of  Congress,  ap-  vol.  so,  p.  Be. 
proved  June  fourth,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  entitled, 
"An  act  making  appropriations  for  sundry  civil  expenses  of  the  Gov- 
ernment for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  eighteen  hundred 
and  ninety-eight,  and  for  other  purposes  ",  that  "  The  President  is 
hereby  authorised  at  any  time  to  modify  any  Executive  order  that 
has  been  or  mav  hereafter  be  made  establishing  any  forest  reserve, 
and  by  such  modification  may  reduce  the  area  or  change  the  boundary 
lines  of  such  reserve,  or  may  vacate  altogether  any  order  creatine 
such  reserve";  which  authority  to  change  the  boundary  lines  of

Commencing  on  Monday,  August  28, 1905,  at  9  o'clock  a.  m.,  tbe  applications  of 
those  drawing  numbers  1  to  50,  inclusive,  must 'be  presented  at  the  land  office 
In  the  town  of  Vernal,  Utah,  In  the  land  district  in  which  said  lands  are  situ- 
ated, and  will  be  considered  in  their  numerical  order  during  the  first  day,  and 
the  applications  of  those  drawing  numbers  51  to  100,  inclusive,  must  be  presented 
and  will  be  considered  in  their  numerical  order  during' the  second  day,  and  so 
on  at  that  rate  until  all  of  said  lands  subject  to  entry  under  the  homestead  law, 
and  desired  thereunder,  hare  been  entered.  If  any  applicant  fa  lib  to  appear  and 
present  his  application  for  entry  when  tbe  number  assigned  to  him  by  the  drawl- 
ing is  reached,  his  right  to  enter  will  be  passed  until  after  the  other  application* 
assigned  for  that  day  have  been  disposed  of,  when  be  will  be  given  another  oppor- 
tunity to  make  entry,  failing  In  which  he  will  be  deemed  to  have  abandoned  his 
right  to  make  entry  under  such  drawing.

Utah,  in  the  land  district  in  which  s:iid  lands  are  situated, 
and  will  be  considered  in  their  numerical  order  during  the  first  day,  and  the 
applications  of  those  drawing  numbers  112  to  222,  inclusive,  must  be  presented 
and  will  be  considered  in  their  numerical  order  during  the  second  day,  and  so  en 
at  that  rate  until  all  of  said  lands  subject  to  entry  under  the  homestead  law,  and 
desired  thereunder,  have  been  entered.  If  any  applicant  fails  to  appear  and  pre- 
sent his  application  for  entry  when  tbe  number  assigned  to  him  by  the  drawing 
Is  reached,  his  right  to  enter  will  be  passed  until  after  the  other  applications 
assigned  for  that  day  have  been  disposed  of,  when  he  will  be  given  another 
opportunity  to  make  entry,  falling  In  which  lie  will  be  deemed  to  have  aban- 
doned hjs  right  to  make  entry  under  such  drawing.

A  PROCLAMATION. 

WHEREAS,  it  is  provided  by  section  twenty-four  of  the  Act  of  It€2fve^ntForeat 
Congress,  approved  March  third,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety -one.     Preamble" " 
entitled,  "An  act  to  repeal  timber-culture  laws,  and  for  other  pur-      pSit?6p.P3283;i* 
poses  ",  "  That  the  President  of  the  United  States  may,  from  time  to 
time,  set  apart  and  reserve,  in  any  State  or  Territory  having  public 
land  bearing  forests,  in  any  part  of  the  public  lands  wholly  or  in  part 
covered  with  timber  or  undergrowth,  wnether  of  commercial  value  or 
not,  as  public  reservations,  and  the  President  shall,  by  public  procla- 
mation, declare  the  establishment  of  such  reservations  and  the  limits 
thereof"; 

And  whereas,  the  public  lands  in  the  State  of  Montana,  within  the 
limits  hereinafter  described,  are  in  part  covered  with  timber,  and  it 
appears  that  the  public  good  would  be  promoted  by  setting  apart  and 
reserving  said  lands  as  a  public  reservation ; 

Now,  therefore,  T,  Theodore  Roosevelt,  President  of  the  United  Mo^SS,a.re,erTe' 
States,  by  virtue  of  the  power  in  me  vested  by  section  twenty- four  of 
the  aforesaid  Act  of  Congress,  do  hereby  make  known  and  proclaim

which  to  make  entry  or  filing  of  record  has  not  expired :  Provided, 
that  this  exception  shall  not  continue  to  apply  to  any  particular 
tract  of  land  unless  the  entry  man,  settler  or  claimant  -continues  to 
comply  with  the  law  under  which  the  entry.,  filing  or  settlement  was 
made.

A  PROCLAMATION. 

WHEREAS,  it  is  provided  by  section  twenty-four  of  the  Act  of  B€2S^uCmfor#it 
Congress,  approved  March  third,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-one,     Preambi*. 
entitled,  "An  act  to  repeal  timber-culture  laws,  and  for  other  pur-     JfcfViiSP" 
poses  ",  u  That  the  President  of  the  United  States  may,  from  time 
to  time,  set  apart  and  reserve,  in  any  State  or  Territory  having 
public  land  bearing  forests,  in  any  part  of  the  public  lands  wholly 
or  in  part  covered  with  timber  or  undergrowth,  whether  of  commer- 
cial value  or  not,  as  public  reservations,  and  the  President  shall,  by 
public  proclamation,,  declare  the  establishment  of  such  reservations 
and  the  limits  thereof  "; 

And  whereas,  the  public  lands  in  the  State  of  California,  within 
the  limits  hereinafter  described,  are  in  part  covered  with  timber, 
and  it  appears  that  the  public  good  would  be  promoted  by  setting 
apart  and  reserving  said  lands  as  a  public  reservation ; 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Theodore  Roosevelt,  President  of  the  United  cJSSSJ#i#rT#'

Registration  can  not  be 
effected  through  the  use  of  the  mails  or  the  employment  of  an  agent,

Statutes  of  the  United  States,  as  amended  by  the  act  of  Congress 
approved  March  first,  nineteen  hundred  and  one  '(31  Stat.,  847),  may 
present  their  applications  for  registration  and  atie  proofs  of  their 
qualifications  through  an  agent  of  their  own  selection,  having  a  duly 
executed  power  of  attorney  on  a  blank  furnished  by  the  Commis- 
sioner of  the  General  Lahd  Office,  but  no  person  will  be  permitted 
to  act  as  agent  for  more  than  one  such  soldier  or  sailor.  No  person 
will  be  permitted  to  register  rqore  than  orice  or  in  any  other  than  his 
true  name. 

Applicant*.  Each  applicant  who  shows  himself  duly  qualified  will  be  registered 

and  given  a  nontransferable  certificate  to  that  effect,  which  will  entitle 
him  to  go  upon  and  examine  the  lands  to  be  opened  hereunder;  but 
the  only  purpose  for  which  he  can  go  upon  and  examine  said  lands  is 
that  of  enabling  him  later  on,  as  herein  provided,  to  understanding^ 
select  the  lands  for  which  he  may  make  entry.  No1  one  will  be  per- 
mitted to  make  settlement  upon  any  of  said  lands  in  advance  of  the 
opening  herein  provided  for,  and  during  the  first  sixty  days  following 
said  opening  no  one  but  registered  applicants  will  be  permitted  to 
make  homestead  settlement  upon  any  of  said  lands,  and  then  only  in 
pursuance  of  a  homestead  entry  duly  allowed  by  the  local  land  officers, 
or  of  a  soldier's  declaratory  statement  duly  .accepted  by  such  officers. 

Drawings.  The  order  in  which  during  the  first  sixty  days  following  the  open- 

ing, the  registered  applicants  will  be  permitted  to  make  homestead 
entry  of  the  lands  opened  hereunder,  will  be  determined  by  a  drawing 
for  the  district  publicly  held  at  Billings,  Montana,  commencing  at  9 
o'clock  a.  m.,  Monday,  July  2,  1906,  and  continuing  for  such  period 
as  may  be  necessary  to  complete  the  same.  The  drawing  will  be  had 
under  the  supervision  and  immediate  observance  of  a  committee  of 
three  persons  whose  integrity  is  such  as  to  make  their  control  of  the 
drawing  a  guaranty  of  fairness.  The  members  of  this  committee  will 
be  appointed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  who  will  prescribe  suit- 
able compensation  for  their"  services.  Preparatory  to  this  drawing 
the  registration  officers  will,  at  the  time  of  registering  each  applicant 
who  shows  himself  duly  qualified,  make  out  a  card,  which  must  be 
signed  by  the  applicant,  and  giving  such  a  description  of  the  applicant 
as. will  enable  the  local  land  officers  to  thereafter  identify  him.  This 
card  will  be  subsequently  sealed  in  a  separate  envelope  which  will 
bear  no  other  distinguishing  label  or  mark  than  such  as  may  be  neces- 
sary to  .show  that  it  is  to  go  into  the  drawing.  These  envelopes  will 
be  carefully  preserved  and  remain  sealed  until  opened  in  the  course  of 
the  drawing  herein  provided.  When  the  registration  is  completed  all 
of  these  sealed  envelopes  will  be  brought  together  at  the  place  of  the 
drawing  and  turned  over  to  the  committee  in  charge  of  tne  drawing, 
who,  in  such  manner  as  in  their  judgment  will  be  attended  with  entire 
fairness  and  equality  of  opportunity,  shall  proceed  to  draw  out  and 
open  the  separate  envelopes  and  to  give  to  each  inclosed  card  a  number 
in  the  order  in  which  the  envelope  containing  the  same  is  drawn.  The 
result  of  the  drawing  will  be  certified  by  the  committee  to  the  officers 
of  the  district  and  will  determine  the  order  in  which  the  applicants 
may  make  homestead  entry  of  said  lands  and  settlement  thereon. 
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Notice  of  the  drawings,  stating  the  name  of  each  applicant  and  ln*Jotlce  of  draw" 
number  assigned  to  him*ty  the  Rawing,  will  be  posted  each  day  at  *~ 
the  place  of  drawing,  and  each  Applicant  will  be  notified  of  his  num- 
ber and  of  the  day  upon  which  he  must  make  his  entry  by  a  postal 
card  mailed  to  him  at  the  address  given  by  him  at  the  time  of  registra- 
tion. The  result  of  each  day's  drawing  will  also  be  given  to  the  press 
to  be  published  as  a  matter  of  news.  Applications  for  homestead 
entry  of  said  lands  during  the  first  sixty  days  following  the  opening 
can  be  made  only  by  registered  applicants  and  in  the  order  established 
by  the  drawing. 

Commencing  on  Monday,  July  16, 1906,  at  &  o'clock  a.  m.,  the  appli-  wllf  °,J  SSSilwF. 
cations  of  those  drawing  numbers  1  to  125,  inclusive,  must  be  pre- 
sented at  the  land  office  in  Billings,  Montana,  in  the  land  district  in 
which  said  lands  are  situated,  and  will  be  considered  in  their  numer- 
ical order  during  the  first  day,  and  the  applications  of  those  drawing 
numbers  126  to  250,  inclusive,  must  be  presented  and  will  be  consid- 
ered in  their  numerical  order  during  the  second  day,  and  so  on  at  that 
rate  until  all  of  said  lands  subject  to  entry  under  the  homestead  law, 
and  desired  thereunder,  have  been  entered.  If  any  applicant  fails  to 
appear  and  present  his  application  for  entry  when  the  number 
assigned  to  him  by  the  drawing  is  reached,  his  right  to  enter  will  be 
passed  until  after  the  other  applications  assigned  for  that  day  have 
oeen  disposed  of,  when  he  will  be  given  another  opportunity  to  make 
entry,  failing  in  which  he  will  be  deemed  to  have  abandoned  his  right 
to  make  entry  under  such  drawing. 

To  obtain  the  allowance  of  a  homestead  entry,  each  applicant  must 
personally  present  the  certificate  of  registration  theretofore  issued  to 
him,  together  with  a  regular  application  and  the  necessary  accom- 
panying proofs,  together  with  the  regular  land  office  fees,  but  an  hon- 
orably discharged  soldier  or  sailor  may  file  his  declaratory  statement 
through  his  agent,  who  can  represent  but  one  soldier  or  sailor  as  in 
the  matter  of  registration. 

Persons  who  make  homestead  entry  for  any  of  the  ceded  lands  will 
be  required  to  pay  four  dollars  per  acre,  payment  in  all  cases  to  be 
made  as  follows :  One  dollar  per  acre  at  the  time  of  entry,  and  the 
remainder  to  be  paid  in  four  equal,  annual  installments,  the  first 
installment  to  be  paid  at  the  end  of  the  second  year.  Upon  all  en- 
tries the  usual  fee  and  commissions  shall  be  paid,  as  provided  for  in 
the  homestead  laws  on  lands  the  price  of  which  is  one  dollar  and 
twenty-five  cents  per  acre. 

In  case  any  entryman  fails  to  make  the  payments  herein  provided 
for,  or  any  of  them,  promptly  when  due,  all  rights  in  and  to  the 
lands  covered  by  his  or  her  entry  shall  at  once  cease,  and  any  pay- 
ments theretofore  made  shall  be  forfeited,  and  the  entry  shall  be  held 
for  cancellation  and  canceled,  and  the  land  embraced  therein  shall 
thereupon  be  subject  to  entry  at  the  price  and  upon  the  terms  above 
set  forth.  Lands  entered  under  the  town-site  and  mineral  land  laws 
shall  be  paid  for  in  amount  and  manner  as  provided  by  said  laws, 
but  in  no  case  at  a  less  price  than  that  fixed  for  such  lands  if  entered 
under  the  homestead  laws. 

The  production  of  the  certificate  bf  registration  will  be  dispensed  puc^iol!011  of  ap" 
with  only  upon  satisfactory  proof  6f  its  loss  or  destruction.  If  at  the 
time  of  considering  his  regular  application  for  entry  it  appears  that 
an  applicant  is  disqualified  from  making  homestead  entry  of  chese 
lands,  his  application  will  be  rejected,  notwithstanding  his  prior  reg- 
istration. II  any  applicant  shall  register  more  than  once  hereunder, 
or  in  any  other  than  nis  true  name,  or  shall  transfer  his  registration 
certificate,  he  will  thereby  lose  all  the  benefits  of  the  registration  and 
drawing  herein  provided  for,  and  will  be  precluded  from  entering 
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or  settling  upon  any  of  said  lands  during  the  first  sixty  days  following 
said  opening. 

Any  person  or  persons  desiring  to  found,  or  to  suggest  establishing, 
a  town  site  upon  any  of  the  said  lands,  at  any  point,  may,  at  any  time 
before  the  opening  herein  provided  for,  file  in  the  land  office  a  written 
application  to  that  effect,  describing  by  legal  subdivisions  the  lands 
intended  to  be  affected,  and  stating  Fully  and  under  oath  the  necessity 
or  propriety  of  founding  or  establishing  a  town  at  that  place.  The 
local  officers  will  forthwith  transmit  said  petition  to  the  Commis- 
sioner of  the  General  Land  Office  with  their  recommendation  in  the 
premises.  Such  Commissioner,  if  he  believes  the  public  interests  will 
be  subserved  thereby,  will,  if  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  approve 
thereof,  issue  an  oraer  withdrawing  the  lands  described  in  such  peti- 
tion, or  any  portion  thereof,  from  homestead  entry,  and  settlement 
and  directing  that  the  same  be  held  for  the  time  being  for  disposal 
under  the  townsite  laws  of  the  United  States  in  such  manner  as  the 
Secretary  of  the  Interior  may  from  time  to  time  direct;  and,  if  at  any 
time  after  such  withdrawal  has  been  made  it  is  determined  that  the 
lands  so  withdrawn  are  not  needed  for  town  site  purposes  they  may  be 
released  from  such  withdrawal  and  then  disposed  of  under  the  general 
provisions  of  the  homestead  laws  in  the  manner  prescribed  herein. 

All  persons  are  especially  admonished  that  under  the  said  act  of 
Congress  approved  March  3,  1905,  it  is  provided  that  no  person  shall 
?*e  permitted  to  settle  upon,  occupy,  or  enter  any  of  said  lands,  except 
in  the  manner  prescribed  in  this  proclamation,  until  after  the  expira- 
tion of  sixty  days  from  the  time  when  the  same  are  opened  to  settle- 
ment and  entry,  and  the  lands  are  not  subject  to  mineral  exploration 
or  location  during  that  period.  After  the  expiration  of  said  period 
of  sixty  days,  but  not  before,  as  hereinbefore  prescribed,  anv  of  said 
lands  which  are  non-mineral,  remaining  undisposed  of,  may  oe  settled 
upon,  occupied,  and  entered  under  the  general  provisions  of  the  home- 
stead and  townsite  laws  of  the  United  States  in  like  manner  as  if  the 
manner  of  effecting  such  settlement,  occupancy,  and  entry  had  not 
been  prescribed  herein  in  obedience  to  law,  and  such  of  said  lands  as 
are  mineral  will  then  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  mining  laws. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Interior  shall  prescribe  all  needful  rules  and 
regulations  necessary  to  carry  into  rull  effect  the  opening  herein 
provided  for.

A  PROCLAMATION. 

Whereas,  in  pursuanoe  of  an  Act  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  ^^Sfilffi  <£&: 
States,  approved  March  3,  1965,  entitled  uAn  Act  To  provide  for  bratioiL 
celebrating  the  birth  of  the  American  nation,  the  first  permanent  set- 
tlement of  English -speaking  people  on  the  Western  Hemisphere,  by 
the  holding  of  an  international  naval,  marine,  and  military  celebra- 
tion in  the  vicinity  of  Jamestown,  on  the  waters  of  Hampton  Bdad9, 
in  the  State  of  Virginia ;  to  provide  for  a  'suitable  and  permanent  com- 
memoration of  said  event,  and  to  authorize  an  appropriation  in  aid 
thereof »  and  for  other  purposes,"  a  proclamation  by  the  President  of 
the  United  States  was  duly  made  and  published  on  March  29,  1905. 
declaring  that  there  shall  be  inaugurated  on  and  near  the  waters  of 
Hampton  Roads,  in  the  State  of  Virginia,  an  international  naval', 
marine,  and  military  celebration,  beginning  May  19  and  ending  not 
later  than  November  1,  1907,  for  the  purpose  of  commemorating  the 
events  set  forth  in  said  Act;  which  said  proclamation  also  invited  all 
the  nations  of  the  earth  to  take  part  therein  by  sending  their  naval 
vessels  to  the  said  celebration,  ana  by  making  such  representations  of 
their  military  organizations  as  may  be  practicable ; 

And  WhereasJSection  8  of  said  Act  authorizes  the  President 
*  *  "  to.havg  such  portions  of  our  Army  and  Navy  assembled  there 
during  the  said  celebration  as  may  be  compatible  with  the  public 
service*  And  the  President  is  also  authorized  to  invite  participation 
in  said  celebration  by  the  militia  of  the  several  States,  but  at  their 
own  expense." ; 

And.  Whereas  accordingly  in  due  season*  ihb;  necessary  directions 
will  be  issued  to  the  Secretary  of  War  and  ttie  Secretary  of  the  Navy 
for  the  assembling,  upon  said  occasion,  of  such  portions  of  our  Army 
and  Navy  as  will  fittingly  represent  these  branches  of  the  public 
service ; 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Theodore  Roospvelt,  President  of  the  United 
States,  by  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in  me  by  said  Act  and  in  the  Son! 
name  of  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  do  hereby  invite  the 
Governors  of  the  several  States  and  Territories  to  participate,  but  at 
their  own  expense,  in  said  celebration  by  sending  such  organizations 
of  the  militia  as,  in  their  judgment,  will  afford  proper  military  repre- 
sentation. The  historic  nature  of  this  celebration  renders  it  peculiarly 
appropriate  that  the  representation  of  the  militia  should  be  com- 
mensurate with  the  interest  and  pride  of  our  people  in  their  citizen- 
soldiery  who  have  in  the  many  ordeals  of  our  Colonial  and  National' 
life  met  their  military  obligations  with  superb  self-sacrifice  and 
devotion.

A  PROCLAMATION. 

WHEREAS,  the  Wichita  Forest  Reserve,  iii  the  Territory  of  Okla- 
homa, was  established  by  proclamation  dated  July  fourth,  nineteen 
hundred  and  one ; 

And  whereas,  it  is  provided  by  the  Act  of  Congress,  approved  June 
fourth,  eighteen  hundred  ami  ninety-seven,  entitled,  uAn  act  making 
appropriations  for  sundry  civil  expenses  of  the  Government  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-eight, 
and  for  other  purposes.'*  that  u  The  President  is  liereby  authorized  at 
any  time  to  modify  any  Executive  order  that  has  been  or  may  here- 
after be  made  establishing  any  forest  reserve,  and  by.  such  modifica- 
tion may  reduce  the  area  or  change  the  boundary  lines  of  such  reserve, 
or  may  vacate  altogether  any  order  creating  such  reserve " ; 

And  whereas,  it  appears  that  the  public  good  would  be  promoted  by 
adding  to  the  said  forest  reserve  certain  lands,  within  the  Territory  of 
Oklahoma,  which  are  in  part  covered  with  timber; 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Theodore  Roosevelt,  President  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  by  virtue  of  the  power  in  me  vested  by  the  afore- 
said act  of  Congress,  approved  June  fourth,  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety-seven,  do  proclaim  that  the  aforesaid  Wichita  Forest  Reserve 
is  hereby  enlarged  to  include  the  said  additional  lands,  and  that  the 
boundaries  of  the  reserve  are,  accordingly,  now  as  shown  on  the  dia- 
gram forming  a  part  hereof; 

Excepting  from  the  force  and  effect  of  this  proclamation  all  lands 
which  may  nave  been,  prior  to  the  date  hereof,  embraced  in  any  legal 
entry  or  covered  by  any  lawful  filing  duly  of  record  in  the  proper 
United  States  Land  Office,  or  upon  which  any  valid  settlement  has 
been  made  pursuant  to  law,  and  the  statutory  period  within  which  to 
make  entry  or  filing  of  record  has  not  expired:  Provided^  that  this 
exception  shall  not  continue  to  apply  to  any  particular  tract  of  land 
unless  the  entryman,  settler,  or  claimant  continues  to  comply  with  the 
law  under  which  the  entry,  filing,  or  settlement  was  made. 

Warning  is  hereby  expressly  given  to  all  persons  not  to  make  settle- 
ment upon  the  lands  reserved  by  this  proclamation.

serve,  and  was  subsequently  enlarged,  by  proclamations  dated  July      Ant<>,  pp.  ana, 
fourteenth,  nineteen  hundred  and  five,  and  January  sixteenth,  nine-  3186' 
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teen  hundred  and  six,  to  include  additional  lands  in  the  States  of 
Utah  and  Wyoming; 

And  whereas,  it  appears  that  the  public  good  would  be  promoted 
by  further  changing  the  boundaries  of  the  said  forest  reserve  to  re- 
lease and  exclude  therefrom  certain  lands  in  the  States  of  Utah  and 
Wyoming; 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Theodore  Roosevelt,  President  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  by  virtue  of  the  power  in  me  vested  by  the  act  of 
Congress,  approved  June  fourth,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-seven, 
entitled,  "An  Act  making  appropriations  for  sundry  civil  expenses  of 
the  Government  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  thirtieth,  eighteen 
hundred  and  ninety-eight,  and  for  other  purposes,"  do  proclaim  that 
the  said  lands  are  hereby  released  and  excluded  from  the  aforesaid 
Uinta  Forest  Reserve,  and  that  the  boundaries  of  the  reBerve  are, 
accordingly,  now  as  shown  on  the  diagram  forming  a  part  hereof. 

The  lands  hereby  excluded  from  the  reserve  and  restored  to  the 
public  domain  shall  be  open  to  settlement  from  the  date  hereof,  but 
shall  not  be  subject  to  entry,  filing,  or  selection  until  after  ninety 
days  notice  by  such  publication  as  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  may 
prescribe.

executed  power  of  attorney  on  a  blank  furnished  by  the  Commissioner 
of  the  General  Land  Office,  but  no  person  will  be  permitted  to  act  as 
agjent  for  more  than  one  soldier  or  sailor.

Preparatory  to  tnis  drawing  the 
registration  officers  will,  at  the  time  of  registering  each  applicant  who 
shows  himself  duly  qualified,  make  out  a  card  which  must  be  signed 
by  the  applicant,  and  give  such  a  description  of  the  applicant  as  will 
enable  the  local  land  officers  to  thereafter  identify  him.  This  card 
will  be  subsequently  sealed  in  a  separate  envelope  which  will  bear  no 
other  distinguishing  label  or  mark  than  such  as  may  be  necessary  to 
show  that  it  is  to  go  into  the  drawing.  These  envelopes  will  be  care- 
fully preserved  and  remain  sealed  until  opened  in  the  course  of  the 
drawing  herein  provided.  When  the  registration  is  completed  all 
of  these  sealed  envelopes  will  be  brought  together  at  the  plate  of 
drawing  and  turned  over  to  the  committee  in  charge  of  the  drawing 
who,  in  such  manner  as  in  their  judgment  will  be  attended  with  entire 
fairness  and  equality  of  opportunity,  shall  proceed  to  draw  out  and 
open  the  separate  envelopes  and  to  give  to  each  inclosed  card  a  num- 
ber in  the  order  in  which  the  envelope  containing  the  same  is  drawn.

vided for  under  homestead  entries  within  the  time  stated,  the  right  of 
said  entryman  to  the  lands  covered  by  his  or  her  entry  shall  be  for- 
feited and  the  entry  will  be  canceled. 

Any  person  or  persons  desiring  to  found,  or  to  suggest  establishing 
a  townsite_upon  any  of  the  said  lands,  at  any  point  may,  at  any  time 
bejfore  Cheapening  herein  provided  for,  file  in  the  land  office  a  written 
application  to  that  effect,  describing  by  legal  subdivisions  the  lands 
intended' to  be  affected,  and  stating  nilly  and  under  oath  the  necessity 
or  propriety  of  founding  or  establishing  a  town  at  that  place.  The 
local  officers  will  forthwith  transmit  said  petition  to  the  Commissioner 
of  the  General  Land  Office  with  their  recommendations  in  the  prem- 
ises. Such  Commissioner,  if  he  believes  the  public  interests  will  be 
subserved  thereby  will,  if  the  Secretary  01  the  Interior  approve 
thereof,  issue  an  order  withdrawing  the  lands  described  in  such  peti- 
tion, of  any  portion  thereof,  from  homestead  entry  and  settlement  and 
directing  that  the  same  be  held  for  the  time  being  for  disposal  under 
the  townsite  laws  of  the  United  States  in  such  manner  as  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Interior  may  from,time  to  time  direct ;  and,  if  at  any  time 
after  such  withdrawal  has  beta  made  it  is  determined  that  the  lands 
so  withdrawn  are  not  needed  for  townsite  purposes,  they  may  be 
released  from  such  withdrawal  and  then  disposed  of  under  the  gen- 
eral provisions  of  the  homestead  laws  in  the  manner  prescribed 
herein.

hotST^**^      WHEREAS,  the  public  lands  in  the  State  of  Oregon,  which  are

poses," a  That  the  President  of  the  United  States  may,  from  time 
to  time,  set  apart  and  reserve,  in  any  State  or  Territory  having  public 
land  bearing  forests,  in  any  j&art  of  the  public  lands  Wholly  or  in  part 
covered  with  timber  or  undergrowth,  whether  of  commercial  value 
or  not,  as  public  reservations,  and  the  President  shall,  by  public 
proclamation,  declare  the  establishment  of  such  reservations  and 
the  limits  thereof  "; 
orSSE?    ^el,e^ve,      Now,  therefore,  I,  Theodore  Roosevelt,  President  of  the  United 

States  of  America,  bv  virtue  of  the  power  in  me  vested  by  section 
twenty- four  of  the  aforesaid'  act  of  Congress,  do  proclaim  that  there 
are  hereby  reserved  from  entry  or  settlement  and  set  apart  as  a 
Public  Reservation,  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  the  people,  all  the 
tracts  of  land,  in  the  State  of  Oregon,  shown  as  the  Tillamook  For- 
est Reserve  on  the  diagram  forming  a  part  hereof; 
Lands  excepted.       Excepting  from  the  force  and  effect  of  this  proclamation  All  lands 

which  are  at  this  date  embraced  in  any  legal  entry  or  covered  by 
any  lawful  Sling  or  selection  duly  of  record  in  the  proper  United 
States  Land  Office,  or  upon  which  any  valid  settlement  has  been 
made  pursuant  to  law.  and  the  statutory  period  within  which  td 
make  entry  or  filing  or  record  has  not  expired;  and  also  excepting 
•all  lands  which  at  this  date  are  embraced  within  any  withdrawal  or 
reservation  for  any  use  or  purpose  to  which  this  reservation  for 
forest  uses  is  inconsistent :  Provided,  that  these  exceptions  shall  not 
continue  to  apply  to'  any  particular  tract  of  land  unless  the  entry- 
man,  settler,  or  claimant  continues  to  comply  with  the  law  under 
which  the  entry,  filing,  or  settlement  was  made,  or  unless  the  reser- 
vation or  withdrawal  to  which  this  reservation  is  inconsistent  con- 
ceal lands.        -  tinues  in  force ;  not  excepting  from  the  force  and  effect  of  this 

proclamation,  however,  any  land  within  the  boundary  herein  de- 
scribed, which  has  been  withdrawn  to  protect  the  coal  therein  but 
this  proclamation  does  not  vacate  any  such  coal  land  'withdrawal ;
